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Cinema and restaurants searched after mystery illness strikes kids

Mystery surrounds what caused 
four children to be hospitalised 
after they started to feel “nau¬ 
seous” during a half-term film 
screening at Kingston’s Rotunda 
leisure complex this week. 

The cinema and restaurants in 
the building, including Pizza Ex¬ 
press, Five Guys and Prezzo, were 
all evacuated at about midday on 
Monday when workers suspected a 
gas or chemical leak could be re¬ 
sponsible for children feeling ill. 


But after fire and police crews 
searched the building for more 
than two hours, no leak was found. 

Rotunda centre manager William 
Welsted told the Kingston 
Guardian they were still searching 
for the cause of illness. 

He said: “We can confirm, having 
been made aware that a number of 
children were feeling unwell, we 
carried out an immediate and pre¬ 
cautionary evacuation of the Ro¬ 
tunda and alerted the relevant 
authorities and emergency ser¬ 
vices, as one of the possible causes 
could have been a gas leak. 

“After a thorough investigation 
the fire brigade declared that there 


was no danger and the cinema was 
re-opened at about 2.30pm. 

“We are currently undertaking a 
full analysis as to possible causes of 
the nausea.” 

Roads around the building were 
partially closed by police so that 
paramedics, including a hazardous 
response team and two ambu¬ 
lances, could treat the children. 

The 14-screen IMAX cinema is 
one of the largest in south-west 
London and had been putting on 
extra children’s film showings for 
the half-term break this week. 

Mum Zoe Caulfield was visiting 
the Rotunda with her five-year-old 
son to see Hotel Transylvania 2 on 


the day of the evacuation. 

She said: “We were just leaving 
[after] lunch. But when we used the 
loo after the film a bunch of kids 
were being checked by paramedics 
on bikes as they felt dizzy and sick. 

“When we walked out of the Ro¬ 
tunda there was a police line and 
hordes of people standing outside 
with their popcorn.” 

A spokeswoman for the London 
Ambulance Service said: “We as¬ 
sessed six children. Four were 
taken to Epsom General Hospital.” 

An Epsom Hospital spokeswom¬ 
an said she could not comment on 
whether the children had since 
been discharged.

High pollution levels in 
Kingston will be investigated 
ahead of opening new 
schools in the town centre. 

Gems Kingston Primary 
Academy is to open in Swan 
House, High Street, Kingston, 
in 2016, and Chapel St’s 
Kingston Community School, 
in Acre Road, will move to 
Kingstons House, in Coombe 
Road, Norbiton, in Septem¬ 
ber 2017. 

Meanwhile, Kingston Coun¬ 
cil has launched a public con¬ 
sultation to help improve the 
borough’s air quality. 

Plans include the possible 
introduction of lower emis¬ 
sion buses and revised bus 
routes in the borough. 

The council is also exploring

funding opportunities to in¬ 
stall more air quality monitor¬ 
ing equipment in the worst 
affected areas, such as 
Cromwell Road and parts of 
the A3. 

Monkey Puzzle Nursery, in 
Cromwell Road, is operating 


without planning permission 
in Kingston’s most polluted 
air space after its retrospec¬ 
tive planning application was 
rejected earlier this year, ac¬ 
cording to Councillor Cathy 
Roberts, who is responsible 
for environmental health. 


She said: “The council is 
working with the owners to 
see if obstacles to granting 
planning permission can be 
overcome. If they cannot, the 
owner is aware of the risk of 
formal enforcement action.” 

A report by Resource and 
Environmental Consultants 
also noted Kingston Commu¬ 
nity School’s Coombe Road 
site was “located within an 
area identified by Kingston as 
experiencing elevated pollu¬ 
tant concentrations”. 

It concluded the issues were 
not a constraint to planning 
consent being granted. 

Speaking of the pollution 
problem, Graeme Hodge, from 
Chapel Street, said: “Parents 
have been aware of this since 
they enrolled and are looking 
forward to the move.”

A recently submitted plan¬ 
ning application to build a 
multi-million pound school 
in Norbiton is in council 
hands. 

Free school provider 
Chapel St has already 
opened Kingston Communi¬ 
ty School on a temporary 
site in Acre Road. The group, 
which operates under a 
Christian ethos, now hopes 
to move the school to a per¬ 
manent site at Kingstons 
House, in Coombe Road, 
Norbiton, if the planning ap¬ 
plication is approved, by 
September 2017. 

Joining the multiple storey 
school would be 25 homes. 

Kingston Council first 
announced in June 2014 
that the Government had ap¬ 
proved the community 
school. 

Councillor Tom Davies, op¬ 
position spokesman for 
schools, said: “There is a sig¬ 
nificant need for primary 
school places in the borough 
- but one has to question the 
wisdom of the Education 
Funding Agency, which paid

forehand, and subsequently 
discovered the staircases 
and corridors were too nar¬ 
row for a school, it now plans 
to spend a further £7.6m on 
rebuilding on a site that has 
fundamental limitations.”

Mixed reactions to 
Eden Walk plans

The latest £400m proposals to 
transform Kingston town cen¬ 
tre into a shopping district to 
rival Oxford Street and West- 
field London went on display 
with a scaled-back high-rise 
building. 

More than 1,200 people went 
to see an exhibition for the 
proposed Eden Walk, which 
included a boutique cinema, 
sky restaurant, office and re¬ 
tail spaces as well as 385 flats, 
last weekend. 

Plans previously submitted 
by joint owners British Land 
and Universities Superannua¬ 
tion Scheme (USS), were met 
with much public resistance 
after the proposed 19-storey 
tower block was thought to be 
too high. 

The highest point of the 
Eden Walk development has 
been scaled back to 16-storeys 
- the same as the yet-to-be-de- 
cided planning application for 
the neighbouring old post of¬ 
fice in Ashdown Road. 

Jane Swan, of Park Road, 
Kingston, who attended the 


exhibition on Saturday, said: 
“Eden Walk looks run down at 
the moment and I do want to 
see something done here. I 
don’t think 16 storeys is too 
high, but this looks like a huge 
project and the building work 
will be a massive disruption.” 

Gus O’Brien, who also at¬ 
tended the exhibition, said: 
“Our family think it looks fan¬ 
tastic. The sooner the builders 
move in the better.” 

But Kingston resident David 
Thomas said he was worried 
the 150 car parking spaces al¬ 
located for almost 400 flats 
would be insufficient. 

He said: “The rep¬ 
resentative said 
that in an urban 
environment peo¬ 
ple do not need cars 
and that properties 
without allocation 
may command a 
lower price be¬ 
cause of this. 

“Kingston is a 
suburban town, not 
a city and 400 resi¬ 
dences will be filled 
by affluent people 
who will all want at 
least one car per 
household.” 


A planning application is ex¬ 
pected to be submitted to 
Kingston Council within a 
week. If plans are approved, 
the Eden Walk shopping cen¬ 
tre will close in spring 2017 
and re-open in 2019. 

British Land director 
Matthew Seeker said 78 per 
cent of people at the exhibi¬ 
tion supported the plans, 19 
per cent said they did not and 
the rest were undecided or did 
not answer. 

These results came from 
1,278 people who attended the 
display, although just 233 
filled in a response card. 
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Anger over live crab

A Korean supermarket has 
caused upset among shoppers for 
packaging moving crabs in cling 
film and selling them while still 
alive. 

Korea Foods imports live crabs 
daily to its main warehouse in 
Wyvern Industrial Estate, New 
Malden, and sells them on in the 
adjoining supermarket. 

The crabs are packaged on a 
polystyrene plate, wrapped in 
cling film and then placed in 
fridges for customers to buy. 

The crabs can often still be seen 
moving. 

An online post started in protest 
said the packaging was “truly 
horrific” and another called it a 
“disgraceful practice”. 

But a spokesman for Korea 
Foods has defended the store’s 
packaged live crabs by stating 
that “some English people might 
be sensitive”. 

He added: “We have been run¬ 
ning the shop for 10 years and we 
have never received a complaint 
like this. 

“Our shop is for international 
food. We sell the live crabs be¬ 
cause the customer likes it. We 
try to sell the crabs fresh, that is 
our main concern.” 

Environmental health officers 
from neighbouring Merton Coun¬ 
cil visited the shop this week after 


being alerted to the plight of the 
crabs. 

Merton Councillor Judy Saun¬ 
ders, cabinet member for environ¬ 
mental cleanliness, said: “We do 
not have powers to enforce on an¬ 
imal welfare, but will be referring 
the matter to the RSPCA for it to 
take the appropriate action.” 

Cheryl Willis, of Leatherhead 
Road, Chessington, said: “It’s like 
keeping a cow in a really small 
cage until you sell it to kill it and 
eat. If they’re going to sell it and 
it’s still alive it should be in an 
open space. 

“It would be different if they 
were in a big tank, but the fact 
that they’re wrapping them and 
then selling them, it just feels 
wrong.” 

A spokewoman for the RSPCA 
said the 2006 Animal Welfare Act 
did not apply to crabs, but it still 


opposed cruel methods of catch¬ 
ing, selling and killing the 
animals. 

She added: “Crustaceans should 
not be held out of water for ex¬ 
tended periods of time and should 
always have an adequate supply 
of aerated water, which should be 
as cool as possible. 

“Whichever way these animals 
are killed for human consump¬ 
tion, it must be done by trained, 
competent operatives, in order to 
avoid causing suffering to the 
animals.” 

Korea Foods opened in 1999 and 
now has a chain of mini super¬ 
markets across the UK, including 
two in New Malden High Street. 

As this newspaper went to press 
it confirmed it had been visited by 
council officers and taken the 
decision to no longer to wrap its 
live crabs in cling film.

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Drug haul 


A teenage Kingston drug deal¬ 
er, who kept his cannabis in 
his underwear, attempted to 
throw his haul into the 
Thames, but ended up in the 
river trying to escape police. 

Matthew Pirotta, 18, of 
Ernest Road, was approached 
by plain-clothed PCs Alex 
Christie and Karen Adams 
when they smelt cannabis as 
they walked past him in Can- 
bury Gardens on June 18. 

He refused to be searched, 
grabbed his rucksack and the 
sports bag he was carrying 
and ran towards the river. 

Pirotta attempted to throw 
the bags into the Thames, but 
missed. After he jumped in, 
PC Christie grabbed him to 
stop his escape. Pirotta later 
reached into his underwear 
and gave officers more 
cannabis he had been hiding. 

He was convicted of posses¬ 
sion with intent to supply and 
sentenced to 150 hours com¬ 
munity service when he ap¬ 
peared at Wimbledon 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday, October 21. 

Sergeant Dave Williams, 
from Kingston police’s town 
centre team, said: “As the offi¬ 
cers were trying to arrest 
Pirotta he not only tried to 
throw the drugs into the 
Thames, but tried to escape by 
jumping into the river. PC 
Christie managed to grab hold 
of him.” 


Cocktail bar closed after 
violent attack on 2 men

An attack so violent the bor¬ 
ough commander described 
it as the worst he had seen 
“in 29 years of service” tem¬ 
porarily closed a new 
Kingston cocktail bar at the 
weekend. 

The Viper Rooms, in 
Thames Street, was not open 
last weekend after Kingston 
Council’s licensing commit¬ 
tee revoked its licence pend¬ 
ing a full review hearing on 
November 12. 

Two French nationals were 
attacked by seven men in 
Clarence Street just past 2am 
on Monday, October 19 after 
they had been drinking at the 
Viper Rooms. 

In a review called by 
Kingston police into the 
Riverside bar’s licence, bor¬ 
ough commander Glenn Tun- 
stall said the attack was 
“sustained” and officers had 
to use CS spray when the 
group “became violent” to¬ 
wards them.

He said: “I have viewed the 
CCTV and cannot recollect a 
more violent and sustained as¬ 
sault in my 29 years of service. 

“The two victims had to re¬ 
ceive hospital treatment. 

“I am genuinely surprised 
that this horrendous attack 
did not result in more serious, 
life-changing injuries.” 

He had been “concerned” 
by the increase in violence 
around the venue since it 
opened, he added. 

Kingston’s oldest nightclub, 
McClusky’s, was rebranded 
as the Viper Rooms by own¬ 
ers Harewood after a £500,000 


refurbishment at the end of 
August. At the time, owner 
Paul Kinsey said he wanted to 
attract a crowd of “executives 
and young professionals” and 
that the company had its 
sights set on a spot at the pro¬ 
posed sky bar development in 
Eden Walk. 

After a 39-year-old woman 
headbutted another female at 
the venue last month, Mr Kin¬ 
sey said it was an “isolated in¬ 
cident” and that the bar had 
admitted “more than 10,000” 
people since opening. 

Last week he said: “We al¬ 
ways liaise with police and 
other stakeholders on a week¬ 
ly basis. The owners of the 
Viper Rooms accepted a clo¬ 
sure of the venue for this 
weekend was appropriate to 
allow further discussions to 
be held with police. We will 
continue to co-operate fully 
with the police in our joint ob¬ 
jective of minimising crime 
and disorder in the town.” 

The Viper Rooms is opposite 
the former Essence nightclub, 
which had its licence revoked 
in 2014 following a 30-man 
brawl where drunken 


kingstonguardian.co.uk 
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revellers had brandished scaf¬ 
folding poles outside. 

More than half the 210 cus¬ 
tomers identified on the night 
of the street fight had also had 
criminal convictions, which 
included attempted murder, 
possession of firearms, sexual 
assault and robbery. 

The most recent Riverside 
fight comes as the council is 
reviewing its licensing policy 
with plans to stop town centre 
nightclubs opening and crack¬ 
ing down harder on clubs. 

Three men - Nathan Pear- 
don, 23, of School Lane, Sur¬ 
biton, Jay Beer, 21, of David 
Twigg Close, Kingston, and 
Scott Moodie, 28, from Ham¬ 
mersmith - have been charged 
with actual bodily harm with 
intent. Mr Peardon and Mr 
Beer have also been charged 
with affray and Mr Moodie 
with criminal damage. 

All three have been bailed to 
appear at Wimbledon Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on November 4 
and banned from the town 
centre. 


Arsonist 

sentenced 

A man who went on a mid¬ 
night arson spree in New 
Malden has been told he must 
pay Poundland more than 
£1,000 in compensation. 

Richard Darvill, 28, torched 
bins belonging to the budget 
retailer last year. The former 
Beverley Boys’ pupil, of 
George Road in New Malden, 
admitted six counts of arson 
at a previous court hearing. 

He set alight a wheelie bin 
belonging to New Malden 
Health Centre, a skip belong¬ 
ing to a building contractor 
and bins owned by waste man¬ 
agement company Veolia on 
February 3, 2014. Firefighters 
were called to a series of fires 
in New Malden High Street, 
Blagdon Road, Dukes Avenue 
and King’s Avenue. 

Darvill originally denied the 
charges, but changed his plea. 
He was sentenced to a commu¬ 
nity order with 250 hours of 
unpaid work to be completed 
over the next 12 months when 
he appeared at Kingston 
Crown Court on October 13. 

He was also ordered to pay 
Poundland £1,100 and 
Princess Alice Trust £300 in 
compensation costs.

700-home plan returns

After weeks of rumour and un¬ 
certainty the buyer of the Tol- 
worth Tesco site has confirmed it 
intends to go ahead with the exist¬ 
ing planning application to build 
more than 700 homes. 

Earlier this month the Kingston 
Guardian announced “retail spe¬ 
cialist” Meyer Bergman as the 
buyer of the Toby Jug site in Hook 
Rise South near Tolworth station.

A Meyer Bergman spokesman 
said: “We acknowledge the sig¬ 
nificant work Spenhill [develop¬ 
er] and the project team have 
undertaken to date and have pur¬ 
chased the site based on the 
scheme already submitted to the 
council, as we believe the plans 
for housing are deliverable and 
will bring significant benefit to 
the community. 

“We look forward to a decision 
being made by Kingston Council 
and to continuing to work with 
the community and stakeholders 
on delivering the proposals as 
part of our growing residential

development business.” 

Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis said: “While the name 
above the door may have changed, 
the reality is we are still seeing 
the same planning application 
being pursued and this raises con¬ 
cerns for us on a number of levels. 

“It is early days yet, but we hope 
the new owners will engage posi¬ 
tively with residents and the 
council in seeking a development 
that meets all our expectations for 
residential development.” 

While denied in the past, this 
development could face a 
warmer welcome due to the ur¬ 
gent need for housing in the 
borough after Kingston was 
named among the worst-per¬ 
forming boroughs for building 


homes between 2011 and 2014. 

But 10 years worth of resent¬ 
ment towards the project may still 
prove powerful. 

Alexandra ward Councillor 
Richard Hudson said: “To be quite 
honest the scheme that was being 
put forward previously was unac¬ 
ceptable. So why with a change of 
ownership should it suddenly be 
acceptable? It isn’t.” 

Tesco has recently sold off 14 
other sites across the south east 
and in Bath for £250m to Meyer 
Bergman. 

To add to its growing collection 
of housing stock sites, Meyer 
Bergman has also bought a Tesco 
plot in Epsom that has been va¬ 
cant since 2009 with similar gusto 
for residential development.

Regeneration of 40-year-old 
council estates will steam ahead 
despite a massive review of hous¬ 
ing services in the borough. 

Photographs taken in the late 
1960s to early 1970s show the 
building of the estates, which are 
in the “upgrade” section of the 
council’s to-do list. 

The pictures taken by Paul 
Spickett, of New Malden, docu¬ 
ment the estates springing up. 

Black-and-white photos shot 
from above capture the looming 
Madingley tower block, in the 
Cambridge Road estate, looking 
new. 

Over the next few years the 
same area faces dramatic change 
yet again. 

Plans for a 15-year overhaul 
would see the Cambridge Road 
estate transformed first, with 
Kingsnympton and Sheephouse 
Way to follow. 

Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis said the current housing 
stock was not the best it could be 
and needed updating, when the 
announcements were first made 
in June. 

But with more than 3,600 people 
waiting more than five years for a 
council home in Kingston, the lo¬ 
cation of where current estate 
residents would be placed 
temporarily has not yet been 
confirmed. 

Harry Hall, chairman of the

Cambridge Road Estate Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, said: “The 
general feeling is fear, because a 
lot of us, those in the know like 
myself on the residents’ associa¬ 
tion there, are well aware of gen- 
trification across London and are 
very fearful that that’s going to 
happen here. My major concern 
is gentrification.” 

Earlier this month Richmond 
Park and North Kingston MP Zac 
Goldsmith proposed knocking 
down all poorly-designed 1960s 
council estates and rebuilding 
them as better designed low 
rises. 

But Twitter user Melindola 
said: “Residents are terrified by 
what is going to happen, social 
cleansing, forced out of homes by 
developers. 

She added: “These are people’s 
homes, eviction and development 
should be [the] last resort.” 


Councillor Davis said it was 
understandable that residents 
would be concerned about the fu¬ 
ture of their homes, but said cur¬ 
rent plans did not involve moving 
tenants out of their estates dur¬ 
ing the regeneration process. 

He said: “No decisions have 
been made yet, but what I can 
confirm is that all tenants will 
be entitled to a guaranteed new 
home on the estate as part of the 
package we will offer them. 

“It is quite possible that the 
building of new homes will take 
place in one area of the estate 
only and then residents will be 
moved into completed homes as 
we start work on the next stage. 

“This will mean not leaving the 
estate during the regeneration. 
However, we hope to have a much 
clearer idea on the process in the 
early part of next year. 

“We are currently engaged in 
the employment of an organisa¬ 
tion that can work with the resi¬ 
dents over the coming months 
as we start to develop plans.” 

Discussions to implement a 
Community Housing Trust, for 
residents to take over the run¬ 
ning of council estates, fell 
through this month amid 
planned Government cuts that 
had also prompted a review of 
the council’s Better Homes im¬ 
provement programme. 

A Kingston Council 
spokesman confirmed this re¬ 
view of the borough’s housing 
would not affect the regenera¬ 
tion plans for its estates, which 
will continue.

The search is on for Kingstonian 
to find a new football ground 
as the sale of Kingsmeadow 
stadium nears completion. 

The 130-year-old club current¬ 
ly ground-share with leasehold¬ 
ers AFC Wimbledon, but the 
Dons are in talks to sell the lease 
to Premier League champions 
Chelsea, who want to use the 
ground for their women’s team. 

If the sale goes through, 
Kingstonian would have to find 
a new ground for the start of the 
2016-17 season next September. 

Representatives for Kings¬ 
tonian met fans after their 
match against Billericay Town 
earlier this month in an attempt 
to secure the club’s future. 

Kingston councillor and 
Kingstonian fan Jon Tolley, who 
was at the meeting, said: “The 
directors have been very good in 
all of this, but we 
are all aware of 
how small Kingsto¬ 
nian is. 

“We are going to 
get some cash from 
Wimbledon, but we 
may have to share 
with someone be¬ 
cause we may not 
be able to afford to 
build a new 
ground. 

“It is about mak¬ 
ing sure we stay in 
Kingston. There are 
a few ideas, but the re¬ 
ality is, it is so early. 

“It is basically for 
the fans to take on. 

The face of Kingston 
is changing.” 

The Dons have 
reportedly 
pledged £lm to 
help Kingstonian 
find a new home.

miles from Kingsmeadow, 
but it would mean moving 
out of the borough to 
Richmond. 

Club chairman Steve 
McPherson claimed there 
had yet to be any contact 
from Kingstonian, although 
he was open to starting dis¬ 
cussions about a possible 
ground share with the club. 
The Beavers chairman 
said: “I have not spoken to 
anyone, but obviously we 
would sit down and 
talk to them because 
they are our neigh¬ 
bours. I know 
the chairman 
very well.” 


Another option could be 
sharing King George’s Field in 
Tolworth with amateur football 
club Corinthian Casuals. 

Chairman Brian Vandervilt 
did not comment on a possible 
ground share, but said the club 
viewed Kingstonian as a “sister 
club”. 

Mr Vandervilt said: “We know 
of their need for a new home 
and we at Corinthian Casuals 
are wishing them all the best in 
their efforts.” 

Kingstonian’s future will be 
debated at a full council meeting 
in December after a petition 
calling for the club to remain in 
the borough was signed by more 
than 500 people.

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Tough choice for democracy 


The other day (Wednesday, Octo¬ 
ber 14) I faced a choice I should 
not have had to make. 

I knew my dad was near to 
death and I wanted to visit him 
again because I love him and I 
wanted to spend time with him 
while I still could do so. However, 
I also wanted to attend Kingston 
Council’s development control 
committee meeting in the 
evening at which St George’s pro¬ 
posals for the old post office site 
(Topo) were being debated. 

You might say that this should 
have been an easy choice - a 
dying father over a council meet¬ 
ing, but it was not this simple. 

To date, only the weight of the 
numbers of people publicly and 
vociferously standing up against 
proposals for high-rise develop¬ 
ments in Kingston - which are 
ugly, too tall, too dense and offer 
little or no benefit for local peo¬ 
ple - has had any effect on the 


stance that our council leader 
and his colleagues have taken to 
such development. They eventu¬ 
ally succeeded in part to elicit a 
last-minute response on Topo 
from North Kingston MP and 
London Mayoral candidate Zac 
Goldsmith. 

The huge amount of time and 
energy that I - along with many 
other residents - have put into 
our efforts to try to protect 
Kingston from undemocratic de¬ 
cisions by our council, and the 
focus and sheer determination 
that we have had to maintain in 
order to more or less force our 
elected representatives to listen 
to us, has been exhausting and 
often apparently fruitless. 

This immense pressure on us 
has arisen because we have not 
been able to put our trust in peo¬ 
ple who we elected to represent 
us to do so openly, honestly and 
properly and - when it comes to 


major decisions that will change 
forever the shape, form and na¬ 
ture of this place where we have 
made our home - to formulate 
strategy and make decisions only 
when they have won a clear man¬ 
date to do so from the people. 

And so, as I drove back down 
the M4 from Weston-super-Mare 
at 7pm with the certain knowl¬ 
edge that my father had, at most, 
only days left to live, I felt an ex¬ 
treme sense of guilt that I was 
letting my fellow residents down 
by not being able to attend the 
meeting in which the proposals 
for Topo would be discussed for 
the last time before a decision is 
made about whether the develop¬ 
ment can go ahead. 

I can just see our councillors 
and MPs saying that the number 
of people opposed to the revised 
scheme has gone down, and that 
- having “listened” to people in 
the Kingston Conversation 


events, they “know” this is the 
kind of development that 
Kingston residents want. But 
this is not true. 

I wonder how many other peo¬ 
ple had matters that were impor¬ 
tant to them to which they 
needed to attend last night. I 
wonder how many people - like 
me - are unable to attend every 
council meeting in order to make 
sure decisions are being fairly 
and democratically made. I won¬ 
der how many people are simply 
worn out from trying to make 
themselves heard and have con¬ 
cluded that their views do not 
count and are not factored in to 
decisions that will affect all of us 
and all of our children and all of 
our children’s children. 

My dad’s condition has now de¬ 
teriorated further and he is re¬ 
ceiving no further treatment.

Doing all we can to help A&E thrive 


I know how hard the staff in acci¬ 
dent and emergency and all parts 
of Kingston Hospital are working 
to look after patients in what is a 
very pressurised and busy envi¬ 
ronment.

"I saw Eddie Izzard there when I 
was at college and Rob Newman and 
David Baddiel.

He adds: "I grew up around 
Mitcham, it was very green and there 
was a common around there and we 
used to come into Croydon for the 
cinema and stuff." 

After the massive success of the 
Mighty Boosh - both on TV and tour 
- and then the high-profile telly gigs 
with Never Mind the Buzzcocks and 
the divisive Noel Fielding's Luxury 
Comedy, Fielding is looking forward 
to getting back in front of a live 
audience. 

He says: "Now I'm interested in 
other things. It's nice to do lots of 
different stuff so I think I was des¬ 
perate and hungry to do something 
live. I really just wanted to get back 
to hearing an audience laugh and 
doing stand-up again. 

"That's how you start when you're 
a comedian and it's so basic and 
pure. You just say something and it's 
either funny or it's not." 

The former Mighty Boosh star's 
tour may have a prosaic title but 
that's the only thing that's likely to 
be straightforward about it: expect 
stand-up, sketches, surreal charac¬ 
ters, music and animation. 

Fielding says he wrote the show in 
eight months. 

"I had most of the ideas already," 
he says. "Mainly because of fear. You 


W hen Noel Fielding brings 
his stand-up tour to south 
London next month, it will 
be a long overdue homecoming. 

The 42-year-old comedian's

Fielding tells Vibe: "That's 
where I grew up, that's my 
neck of the woods. I'm looking 
forward to Croydon because I did 
art at Croydon College, which is next 
to Fairfield Halls. 

"I can't remember what Fairfield 
Halls is like as a gig venue - I think 
we did it on the first Boosh tour. It's

just go, 'Oh my god, I've got to play 
Hammersmith Apollo or wherever, I 
can't be bad'. 

"It's pure fear. You stop sleeping 
about three months before you do 
it, thinking, 'I've got to write another 
joke, I've got to write another joke'. 
It's horrifying." 

Fielding's obsession with getting it 
right appears to have paid off, with 
the show getting a great reaction 
when it first toured the UK last year 
and then Australia and New Zealand. 

Given the fanatical following of his 
early work, you would expect it to be 
lapped up by fans but Fielding is 
proud of its broad appeal. 

He says: "We knew we had a lot of 
stuff, but we managed to appeal to 
lots of different people by doing lots 
of different things. 

"Also, the idea was that you didn't 
have to have seen anything else I've 
done to enjoy the show. That was the 
rule, really, you couldn't have any¬ 
thing that's just for fans. It had to 
work for a broader audience." 

Fielding adds: "Sometimes the 


most unlikely person will stop me i n ^ 
the street, a strange Rastafarian 
traffic warden will stop me and say, 

'Do you do that fly thing, where you 
pretend to be a fly?' And I say 'yeah' 
and they say 'I f****** love that'." 

Maybe one of the most unexpected 
early fans was one of Fielding's 
idols. 

He says: "On the first Boosh tour in 
Wimbledon, Paul Weller came along 
just for a LOL. I remember feeling re¬ 
ally scared. He said in Time Out once 
that he liked my stand-up. 

"It was one of the most surreal 
things because I hadn't been going 
long. 

"It was the first time anyone had 
ever name-checked me in print and I 
just went 'Oh my god, is that real?"'

The prediction that house prices will rise 
by double average salary by 2020 will hit 
first-time buyers and people hoping to trade 
up the property ladder, according to the Centre 
for Economics and Business Research (Cebr).■ 



Prepare for price hike 


What's the latest? House prices 
are set to soar by nearly £60,000 
during the coming five years. 

The jump will leave the average 
UK home costing £321,600 by the 
end of 2020, according to think 
tank the Centre for Economics 
and Business Research (Cebr). 

The predicted leap in house 
prices is nearly double the aver¬ 
age annual salary, which stands 
at £31,625, according to CV- 
Library's research on new roles 
advertised during the summer. 

The rungs of the property 
ladder are also moving further 
apart, making it harder for people 
to trade up to bigger homes. 

Why is this happening? The 

predicted sharp increase in values 
is being driven by the ongoing 
shortage of homes for sale. 

The group said the "drying up of 
supply" was continuing to put up¬ 
ward pressure on property prices. 

This factor has caused Cebr to 
revise its forecast for house price 
growth in 2015 up to 5.6 per cent, 


from its previous estimate of 4.7 
per cent, to leave the average UK 
home costing a record £263,000 
at the end of this year. 

It expects further growth of 3.5 
per cent in 2016, followed by 
jumps of at least 4 per cent every 
year from 2017 to 2020. 

Who does it affect? The predic¬ 
tion is bad news for first-time 
buyers and people hoping to 
trade up the property ladder, 
as the group said the price gap 
between different types of 
properties was widening. 

It said someone in London who 
wanted to move from a flat to a 
terraced house would now have 
to find an additional £176,000, 
compared with a price difference 
of just £46,000 in 2000. 

Sounds interesting? What's the 
background? Nina Skero, Cebr 
economist and main author of the 
report, said: "A reduction in the 
number of properties being put 
on the market has placed further 


upward pressure on house prices 
in some parts of the UK. 

"This is a result of low levels of 
house building, but also other 
factors such as an ageing 
population and the rising cost of 
moving up the property ladder. 

"The price gap between a first¬ 
time home and a larger family 
home has skyrocketed in some 
regions, such as London, curbing 
activity in the housing market. 

"For many, the rungs of the 
property ladder are moving 
further apart, making it 
impossible to upsize." 

The group has called on the 
Government to consider a Stamp 


Duty exemption for older people 
trading down the property 
ladder to help increase the 
number of family-sized homes 
on the market. 

In summary: 

• House prices look set to 
increase by £58,600 during the 
coming five years. 

• The average UK home could 
cost £321,600 by the end of 2020. 

• The price gaps between 
different types of properties are 
increasing, making it harder for 
people to trade up the housing 
ladder.

What's new? Seat's Ibiza has done a 
sterling job of bringing buyers into 
the brand in what is a cut-throat 
sector of the market. It's also man¬ 
aged to look youthful and sharp, 
despite having been around since 
2008. Now it's time for the Ibiza's 
second facelift, and it's on the 
receiving end of plenty of new kit. 

The outside gets a mild makeover, 
while inside there's new materials 
and a re-sculpted dashboard which 
helps boost the quality feel along¬ 
side greater personalisation options 
and increased technology. There are 
also some new engines to choose 
from and tweaked suspension 
aimed at improving the ride quality. 
Looks and image: It's a sign of 
confidence from Seat that they 
have chosen to change so little of 
the Ibiza's exterior. Compared to 
the 2012 model, the exterior is 
distinguished only by LED daytime 
running lights, LED tail lights and 
some new alloy wheel options, but 
otherwise it's the same attractive 
shape. It's the bold lines that make 
it stand out from its more conserva¬ 
tive rivals, and it's still the best 
looking car in the class, which no 
doubt helps its youthful image. 
Space and practicality: Small cars 
certainly aren't as small as they 
used to be, but the Ibiza strikes a 


good balance between a compact 
exterior and a cabin that is usefully 
sized. In the front there's a good 
driving position, legroom and 
headroom are good enough even 
for taller folk, and it's not a narrow 
cabin either. In the back, it's fine for 
kids and you can squeeze adults in 
there too, but three across the back 
requires a degree of intimacy. Boot 
space remains at 292 litres which 
isn't the outright biggest in the 


class, but it's a good shape and can 
cope with reasonable demands. 
Behind the wheel: The pick of the 
new engine line up is 1.0-litre three 
cylinder, which is now available in 
turbocharged form with two power 
outputs, but the larger 1.2 TFSI test¬ 
ed here is still an excellent device 
even in the lower 90PS form. Quiet 
and torquey, it behaves much like a 
larger capacity engine and there's 
very little to betray the fact that it is 


turbocharged. It delivers some 
impressive numbers too; 0-62mph 
in 10.7 seconds and 57.6mpg 
combined too. 

Elsewhere, the Ibiza switches to 
electric power steering, and while 
that does mean the steering is light 
and a little less feelsome than 
before, it only takes one corner to 
realise it is pleasingly accurate and 
makes for a fun car to drive. The 
retuned suspension smooths out 


bigger road imperfections well too. 
In this Connect model, you get the 
full infotainment experience with 
Apple Car Play, or MirrorLink 
depending on your choice of 
smartphone, which seamlessly 
displays a select number of your 
phone apps on screen. 

The upgraded speaker system 
for a modest £155 is a worthwhile 
investment too. 

Value for money: Even though the 


Connect model isn't at the top of 
the Ibiza tree, it's still generously 
equipped. 

The key element is the five-inch 
infotainment system including 
navigation and DAB, but there's 
also 16-inch alloy wheels, alumini¬ 
um sill trims and tasteful cloth seat¬ 
ing. All Ibizas get air conditioning, a 
version of the touchscreen, a USB 
port, Bluetooth and air conditioning 
too.
